STRONG OPINIONS PRO AND CON, 
HIGHLIGHT LAKE PARK HEARING

A strong turnout of citizens—primarily from Boxwood Village 
and Lakeside—expressed deep concern over several problems 
dealing with the Lake Park at Monday’s public hearing before 
members of the city council. _ _ 
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Engineering and Inspection 

Council appeared to be skeptical 
that the city had enough work for 
an engineer, and that the proposed 
salary of $14,300 was a realistic fig 
ure, Giese pointed out, however, 
that because of increased develop¬ 
ment in the city — at Greenbriar, 
Glen Ora, Windsor Green, the Gold¬ 
en Triangle, and the elderly hous¬ 
ing project — the services of an 
engineer would prove very valuable. 

Currently Greenbelt has an ar¬ 
rangement with a consulting firm 
for inspection services, and Giese 
expects that the road inspection 
fees for the first section of Glen 
Ora will be in excess of $13,000. He 
anticipates that road inspection fees 
alone will finance the cost of an 
engineer for several years. He did 
agree that the proposed salary fig¬ 
ure was low for an experienced en¬ 
gineer, but felt that a recent en¬ 
gineering graduate or' perhaps a 
retiree would serve the city’s needs. 

By a 3 to 2 vote with Councilmen 
PilajjciL Castaldl dissenting, 

Council agreed to direct Giese to 
advertise the position in order to 
guage the response to the proffered 
salary. 

Capital Improvements Fund 

A certain portion of fax revenue 
is allotted for capital improve¬ 
ments. For fiscal year 77/78 $36,- 
000 is estimate*! to be available, and 
Giese is recommending that an ad¬ 
ditional $25,000 surplus from this 
year’s budget be allocated to this 
fund, for a total of $61,000. 

At the meeting, Giese stressed 
that Crescent Road needs a lot of 
repair work, and he offered several 
suggestions. There are several bad 
sections between Gardenway and 
the Lake Park that need replacing, 
and then two inches of resurfacing 
should be applied to the whole 
stretch, with which Public Works 
Director, Buddy At tick, concurred. 
Other possibilities include widening 
the street and adding curbing, grad¬ 
ing the hill near St. Hugh’s school 
to allow for greater driver visibility, 
and providing for parking along 
the side of the street with the nec¬ 
essary shoulder reinforcement, Giese 
has suggested that $48,000 be appli¬ 
ed to this project, with Council to 
decide the focus and scope of it at 
a later date. 

Also budgeted under capital im¬ 
provements is a plan to construct 
a bikepath from the end of the 
Lakewood path at Fayette Place to 
Hillside Road at 9 Court. This is 
part of the long-range plan to link 
all parts of Greenbelt with an ex¬ 
tensive bike path. Part of the pro¬ 
posed path is on GHX property, and 
the city manager plans to ask them 
for an easement to use the land. 

Revenue Sharing 

Greenbelt is eligible for approxi¬ 
mately $76,000 in Federal revenue 
sharing funds, and with $18,000 
surplus funds from this year’s 
budget, has $94,000 to apply to the 
*77/78 budget. Giese is proposing 
$40,000 be used to offset general op¬ 
erating expenses. The other $54,- 
000 is proposed for capital purchas¬ 
es, such as: new playground equip¬ 
ment; roof maintenance for the 
Youth Center; park bridge mater¬ 
ials to replace the one connecting 
the Lake path with the peninsula, 
and/or for bridges in the Green- 
briar park and Springhill Lake golf 
course. 
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Council Considers Fees 
For Tennis Court Use

The Greenbelt City Council is 
leaning toward a new sign-up sys¬ 
tem for the Braden Field tennis 
courts that would include hiring a 
monitor and charging a fee during 
peak playing hours, 4-8 p.m. on 
weekdays and 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. on 
weekends. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
brought the matter to council’s at¬ 
tention at their April 18 meeting 
in response to an appeal by the 
Greenbelt Tennis Association (G- 
TA) saying council' should deter¬ 
mine such policy questions as use 
of montors and fees. 

Bob Carroll, GTA President, 
/Lakecrest Dr.) told council his 
group was unanimous in feeling 
that the current system does not 

work. There is flagrant misuse of 
the honor* system he said; persons 
sign up earlier than the permitted 
two-hours before playing; use ficti¬ 
tious names in order to keep the 
same court longer than the permit¬ 
ted one hour; and at times, each 
member of a doubles game signs up 
for succeeding one-hour turns on the 
same court and the group plays 
four hours. As it is now, working 
adults who arrive home in Green¬ 
belt after 6 p.m. have little chance 
to play tennis that evening. 

Other problems which Carrol 
thought might be alleviated by a 
monitor are: harrassment by bicycle 
and skateboard riders and glass 
bottles deliberately smashed on the 
courts. 

Si Femrite, GTA Treasurer (Ma¬ 
plewood Court) pointed out that 
those who wish to avoid the fee, 
particularly children, could do so 
by playing during non-peak hours. 

Councilman Thomas X. White 
asked that the city staff gather 
information on what kinds of sign¬ 
up systems and fees are in use in 
the area and prepare recommenda¬ 
tions that Council could look at dur¬ 
ing their budget work session on 
recreation, May 4, with a view to¬ 
ward making a decision then. White 
also made note of the difficulties 
with the honor system, saying, it is 
“the ones who use the system with 
integrity that are victimized.” 

According to Giese, Recreation 
Director, Hank Irving, had recom¬ 
mended no monitor and no fee. Giese 
made it clear that if Council did 
go to a monitored system that a 
fee of one dollar per hour would be 
required to make the system self- 
supporting and in no way should the 
city subsidize any of the cost. He 
warned the tennis players that they 
could either put up with the prob¬ 
lems inherent in the present system 
or look forward to paying for the 
privilege of playing on the courts. 

Also to be taken up at the budget 
work session will be the question 
of raising the lighting fee for even¬ 
ing use of the Braden field courts. 
This would require modification of 
existing coin meters. 

Robert Dove, former President of 
the Golden Ager Club and recently 
appointed to the Cqunty's Advisory 
Commission on Aging, suggested to 
Council that there could well be 
elderly persons interested in the job 
of monitor at mmimnmwage levels.

Registration for Summer 
Driver Education Is Set 

The Prince Georges County Pub¬ 
lic Schools will hold registration for 
its summer driver education pro¬ 
gram from May 2 through May 20. 
Registration forms will be available 
in all county junior and senior high 
schools by May 2. Registration will 
be conducted by mail, and all appli¬ 
cations must be postmarked by May 
20 . 

To be eligible, enrollees must be 
between the ages of 15 and 18 on 
the first day of class. Classes will 
run from June 27 through July 19 
and, if needed, a second session 
will run from July 18 through Au¬ 
gust 9. 

Among the schools offering the 
program are Eleanor Roosevelt and 
Parkdale Senior High School. 

The course is free to Prince 
Georges County residents who have 
not taken it previously. A fee is 
charged for those who are repeat¬ 
ing all or portions of the course be¬ 
cause of an earlier failure or in¬ 
complete.

The major issues singled out by 
residents were over-crowding and 
litter. There was wide support for 
numerous restrictions including re¬ 
strictions on parking on city streets, 
and* for greater enforcement of ex¬ 
isting regulations. 

Citizens called for an experimen¬ 
tal program to restrict parking 
near the Lake Park. The parking 
area in the park is limited to 85 
cars; a ban on parking for all — 
resident and nonresident — along 
Crescent Road in the vicinity of the 
park, on Lastner Lane between 
Rosewood Drive and Crescent Road, 
on the side of streets adjacent to 
parcel 7, on Ridge Road between 
Ivy Lane and Crescent — was view¬ 
ed as a viable alternative to the 
over-crowding situation. Residents 
felt that people will not walk sev¬ 
eral blocks more than once or 
twice, and will therefore abandon 
the Lake Park as a place to come 
on a hot summer day. Such a ban 
would force cars onto the Boxwood 
residential streets, but the people 
seemed willing to accept this prob¬ 
ability in order to curtail the use 
of the park. As Ralph Bram of 
Tamarisk Court, stated, “We sup¬ 
port restrictions on parking for a 
temporary period to see how it 
works.” He was joined by the Box¬ 
wood Civic Association president, 
Ron Ott, who noted that Boxwood 
“supports and encourages anything 
the city wishes to do to alleviate 
over-crowding ... If the parking 
restrictions turn out to be a mis¬ 
take, we can turn back . . .” 

Negative Opinions* 

Though citizens supported the 
parking restrictions, the city man¬ 
ager, James Giese, remained pessi¬ 
mistic over the efficacy of such a 
ban. “It would take several years 
to discourage people (non-residents) 
from using the park.” Also, Giese 
stated that it was the staff’s belief 
that the impact of parking restric¬ 
tions would be more adverse to 
Greenbelt residents than to non¬ 
residents. 

Two other people, Allen Lenchek 
of Eastway and Bert Bonn of 
Woodland Way, spoke against the 
parking restrictions. Lenchek sta¬ 
ted that the spillover onto residen¬ 
tial streets would not create an ef¬ 
fective solution. He saw permits 
for use of facilities by non-resi¬ 
dents as discriminatory and not in 
the spirit of Greenbelt’s history of 
co-operation and openness. "We 
should look for ways to bring people 
together,” he concluded. 

Donn commented that the restric¬ 
tions on use of the park amounted 
to “closing down the park except 
on rainy days.” To keep the park 
to ourselves and let other people 
fend for themselves is selfish and 
shows “no concern for the needs of 
people.” he said. He urged coun¬ 
cil to help the county see the need 
for additional parks. 

Mary Clarke, Greenbelt Homes 
Inc. board member as well as Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
member, asked council to remember 
that parking spaces should be av¬ 
ailable for residents of GHI as well 
as Springhill Lake and Greenbriar. 
Giese noted that more than half 
the residents of Greenbelt do not 
live within walking distance of the 
Lake Park. 

Other suggestions by citizens and 
the city staff included a “Park 
Full” sign as well as regulations 
posted in many areas around the 
park. Speaking for the Lakeside 
Citizens Association, Eileen Peter¬ 
son commented that “This is not 
an unfair sign, as it is used widely 
in other areas. It would discourage 
use by non-residents, who should 
be directed by short directions on 
the sign to Greenbelt National 
Park.” 

No Alcohol 

Prohibiting all alcoholic beverag¬ 
es from the park was supported by 
both the citizens and the city staff. 
Presently a Greenbelt group can 
obtain a permit to drink beer as 
part of a group picnic. However, 
enforcement by the police of those 
without permits becomes difficult 
when some people are permitted to

The clean-up is also a good op¬ 
portunity to spruce up yards or 
clean out attics and* basements. 
To the extent possible, material 
placed out at the street on this day 
will be picked up for disposal or it 
may be brought to the Public 
Works Warehouse, 555 Crescent 
Road (near the Lake Park en¬ 
trance) where a truck will be avail¬ 
able. 

This clean-up day is also a good 
opportunity to participate in the 
city’s recycling program. Any of 
the following items — newspaper, 
glass, aluminum and oil may be 
brought to the warehouse for recy¬ 
cling.

Motorcycle Accident 
Fa'al >o Greenbelier 

Greenbelt’s second traffic fatality 
of the year occurred Thursday 
night, April 21, on Greenbelt Road. 
An 18-year-old resident, Mark Eu¬ 
gene Cantwell of 1 Greentree 
Place, was killed when his motor¬ 
cycle struck the side of a car. oper¬ 
ated by a 26-year-old Bowie woman, 
that had just entered Greenbelt 
Road at the Convalescent Center.' 
The motorcycle then burst into 
flames. A passenger on the motor¬ 
cycle, Richard Matthew McIntyre, 
22, was thrown from the vehicle 
and is in a local hospital recover¬ 
ing from injuries sustained in the 
accident. 

The driver of the car is being 
charged by police with negligent 
driving and failure to yield the right 
of way. Police are also looking in¬ 
to the possibility of excessive speed 
by the driver of the motorcycle. 
The investigation is continuing.

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A Matter of Which Meeting 

To the Editor: 

I should like to answer Rebecca 
Williams’ open letter in the April

Ms. Williams has attacked the 
credibility of /articles in the “GHI 
Newsletter” because of her con¬ 
fusion as to the hearing being *re- 
portetj. A careful reading of the 
newsletter report, including a com¬ 
parison of the dates and the num¬ 
ber of council members present, 
the presentations made, etc., should 
have shown her that the article was 
not reporting the hearing she atten¬ 
ded and cleared up her confusion. 

Why was not the later hearing 
reported? Because the newsletter 
had gone to press before that date. 
The “GHI Newsletter,” since it 
comes out only 4 times a year, does 
not pretend to be up to date. It 
simply passes along information of 
interest to members as to happen¬ 
ings over the previous 3 or 4 
months. It takes a long time to 
work it up and get it out because 
most of the work is done by a small 
group of amateurs on their own 
time without remuneration of any 
kind. Every effort is made to be 
truthful and factual. GHI members 
may get their news late, but they 
can rely on its accuracy, including 
the accuracy of the fuel oil figures 
questioned by Ms. Williams.

New Times, New Ideas 

To the Editor: 

Some idiot, despite his knowledge 
that satire often is taken literally 
and therefore is hazardous, submit¬ 
ted a satiric letter to the editor of 
the New s Review’ over my signature 
and it appeared in the April 21 is¬ 
sue. So now 7 the idiot hastens to 
assure one and all that I really don’t 
object to the American Host Foun¬ 
dation program nor to Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. members using their 
homes in a normal way, as do fam¬ 
ilies anywhere else, including the 
welcoming of guests for as long as 
they see fit. 

There is a problem with that, 
under the GHI Board’s interpreta¬ 
tion of the sacred documents as 
stated by GHI Pres. Jim Smith in 
his letter to the editor in the March 
3 issue. 

He quotes the contract each GHI 
member signed, agreeing the home 
will be occupied by the member “as 
a private dwelling . . . for himself 
and his immediate family.” Since 
1952, Jim says, this “ ‘immediate 
family’ has been interpreted to 
mean persons related by blood or 
marriage.” 

Jim says further that the Prince 
Georges County Human Relations 
Commission declares this isn’t the 
only commonly accepted definition 
of the term but doesn’t give a defi¬ 
nition. The'county zoning ordin¬ 
ance referred to by the Commission, 
he says, defines “family” to include 
“a group of five persons (including 
servants) not related by blood or 
marriage, living together as a single 
housekeeping group in a dwelling 
unit ...” 

If you take a literal reading of 
that contractual language “private 
dwelling . . , for himself and his im¬ 
mediate ^family,” you can’t under¬ 
stand how the board ever agreed 
to let all those single persons occu¬ 
py a GHI house. Nor how the 
board agreed to let the convent oc¬ 
cupy a couple of homes and use 
them for several nuns, who clearly 
are not “persons related by blood 
or marriage.” Nor how the board 
agreed to permit one whole GHI 
North End structure to be occupied 
by a grocery store, as it once was, 
and other units by a family of den¬ 
tists as a dental clinic before that 
as a prepaid group medical care 
clinic, etc. 

None of these are “families” de¬ 
fined as Jim says was done since 
1952. 

But there’s another way to un¬ 
derstand what the GHI founding 
members really were concerned a- 
bout. They didn’t want absentee 
ownership — outside interests buying 
up GHI units for rent to non-own¬ 
ing residents. Their contract lan¬ 
guage was, perhaps, inartistic. But 
I believe that that is why the GHI 
Board made - such heavy w 7 eather 
oyer its own first real departure 
from the no-absentee ownership 
principle -when it agreed to permit 
a member to sublet. 

I can’t be sure — I moved in after 
the contracts were drawn up and 
the bylaws adopted but before the 
sub-let decision was made— but I 
just doubt that the GHI founders 
thought through and deliberately a- 
dopted a policy aimed at denying to 
themselves and other members the 
right to have non-relatives stay in 
their homes overnight, whether 
these non-relatives are servants, 
companions, friends, foreign guests, 
boarders, students, lovers or what- 
ever. 

In that case, why the singles, the 
nuns, the grocery and the clinics, 
to name those non-families I can 
think of quickly? 

And how can the GHI board make 
an exception for under 30 days of 
something it thinks forbidden? 

At any rate", new times bring new 
ideas and new needs. As Abe Lin¬ 
coln reportedly said as the case is 
new, we must think anew. We have 
new national, state and local laws. 
Our members have new needs. I 
think the GHI board ought to re¬ 
think the situation and re-interpret 
the rule. To do so would serve the 
members well, and have us cease to 
be a laughing-stock.

Mayor Requests Correction 

I would like to correct an error 
that appeared in last week’s News 
Review story about the municipal 
tax rebate from the county. 

The article indicated that at the 
County Council public hearing on 
the two tax differential bills, CB-14 
and CB-15, the mayors who were 
present favored CB-14. This is in¬ 
correct. 

For the past two years I have 
been the spokesman for the Prince 
Georges Municipal Association 
<PGMA) on the tax differential is¬ 
sue. The PGM A represents all 28 
cities and towns in the county. At 
the aforementioned public hearing, 
I indicated that the City of Green- 
belt and the PGMA unanimously fa¬ 
vored CB-15. CB-15 was passed by 
the County Council on April 5. 

It is interesting to note that 
Greenbelt. in past years, had re¬ 
ceived a disproportionately small 
share of the municipal tax rebate. 
However, in the past two years and 
with the passage of CB-15, the total 
rebate to all municipalities has in¬ 
creased by about 33% and Green- 
belt’s share has increased by 100%. 
CB-15 has provided a more equita¬ 
ble share of the tax rebate for 
Greenbelt and also provides for in¬ 
creases in the rebate as the city’s 
assessed property values increase. 

While CB-15 does not return all 
the county property taxes that 
Greenbelt residents pay for county 
services that are provided only by 
the city, it is a big step in the right 
direction.

have beer while others are not. It 
was pointed out that alcoholic bev¬ 
erages are banned in national parks 
except by permit, and banned total¬ 
ly from all regional parks. 

Alcohol was seen as a direct link 
with excessive rowdiness, obsceni¬ 
ties hurled as well as some obscene 
behavior, and disregard for anti- 
Kttering ordinances. 

Joe Lichvar, Greenbelt’s park pa¬ 
trolman made the following state¬ 
ment: “Most of the use and abuse 
of the lake comes on weekends. As 
far as cutting down on the use of 
the lake, beer should be completely 
eliminated. Most people listen to 
what I say and when I turn my 
back, they will d6 it again. If the 
situation keeps up, I will need help," 
he added. 

Night Closing 

The Fraternal Order of the Po¬ 
lice, Lodge #32, represented by Of¬ 
ficer Thomas Ceccarelli of the 
Greenbelt force, urged council to 
dose the park grounds and parking 
lot at dark. “This measure would 
conform with the policies of other 
federal, state, and county parks," 
he affirmed. Also, “when the park 
is closed, all service road entrances 
(should) be chained off and the 
main entrance, Crescent Road at 
the parking lot, be blockaded by 
a locked iron gate." 

Litter 

While many people were concern¬ 
ed with the over-use of the Lake 
Park, others were equally agitated 
over the condition of the park and, 
in particular, the littering problem. 
Several people recited the number 
of cans and other trash which they 
personally had picked up in the 
park and in the surrounding area. 
Mary Geiger and others called for 
more trash receptacles around the 
lake. Christine Perry asked coun¬ 
cil why more fines weren’t given 
out to those who litter. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld replied 
that strict enforcement of anti-lit¬ 
tering ordinance would mean that 
(unlike issuing a traffic ticket) a 
Greenbelt policeman would have to 
arrest a person and take him to 
Uy^tUville for processing. The po¬ 
liceman would then be gone from 
the city for two hours or more. 
Another factor is that the charge 
often results in a suspended sen¬ 
tence or summary dismissal as 
judges are reluctant to convict in¬ 
dividuals for littering because this 
would give the person an arrest 
record. Municipalities are trying, he 
said, to change the law so that lit¬ 
tering offenses would be treated 
like traffic tickets. 

William Larkin of Pinecrest 
Court stated that “any approach 
that treats overcrowding as the 
basic problem is missing the mark." 
He scored “widespread littering of 
discardable beverage containers, the 
chopping and burning of trees and 
shrubs, and the excessive consump¬ 
tion of alcohol ... as major nui¬ 
sances that occur in the Lake 
Park” 

Concession Stand 

He and others urged council to 
ban all glass or aluminum dispos¬ 
able beverage containers. As part 
of this problem, and part of the 
attraction of the lake for non-resi- 
dentft, a number of citizens asked 
council to get rid of the conces¬ 
sion stand. Although the operators 
of the stand defended their business 
by stating that they personally 
cleaned up the area around the 
stand and were walling to do more 
extensive cleaning, Diane Kritt, 
Nancy Neupert and others wanted 
to see the stand eliminated. Resi¬ 
dents could bring their own food, 
they said, and others would find 
the park less interesting if food 
was not available Jogging and bik- 
ifig around the lake should also be 
discontinued, some citizens said. 

Neupert and Kritt further felt 
council should do away with all the 
amenities at the lake park includ¬ 
ing the playground, the basketball 
court and the boat and bike rental. 
They felt people could take their 
children to other playgrounds and 
that the park should be left in a 
natural state for those who wanted 
to walk and otherwise contemplate 
the scenery. (People who owned 
boats would still be permitted to 
take them onto the lake — only 
the rental activity was asked to 
be eliminated.) 

Giese pointed out that doing a- 
way with amenities made the lake 
a lot less attractive to residents as 
well as non-residents. 


The city staff was taken to task 
for not maintaining the park better 
and not coming up with positive 
solutions to the problems of the 
park. Giese replied that landscap¬ 
ing and other ideas the staff pre¬ 
sented to improve the physical con¬ 
dition of the park have been at¬ 
tacked as improvements to the park 
which make it more attractive to 
non-residents; therefore, few if any 
improvements have been accomp¬ 
lished recently. The lake, he said, 
was the only one he knew of in 
the state which people could walk 
around, and short of draining the 
lake. Greenbelt has a park which 
is desirable and attractive. Regu¬ 
lations designed to limit the use 
of the park by non-Greenbelters 
would have an adverse effect on 
use by Greenbelters. With more 
parking available and greater en¬ 
forcement of regulations, some of 
the more serious problems would 
be alleviated, he felt. He also op¬ 
posed Neupert’s suggestion that a 
playground be developed at the san¬ 
itary landfill on Northway extended 
to replace the one at the Lake Park. 
The Lake Park is in a central lo¬ 
cation for most residents of Green¬ 
belt, he said, and to put a play¬ 
ground in a less convenient location 
would mean it wouldn’t be used. 

Council thanked the people for 
their opinions and will be making 
its decision^ on the park in the 
near future. 


Police Blotter 

A suspect is being sought in con¬ 
nection with attempted armed rob¬ 
bery of the Peoples National Bank. 
The incident took place on April 18 
an hour after the bank had closed. 
Lookouts have been issued to all 
area jurisdictions. 

An apartment in Springhill Lake 
was reported broken into, and mis¬ 
cellaneous items were reported mis¬ 
sing. The resident is in the process 
of moving out of the city and most 
valuables had already been removed 
from the apartment. 

A car was reported stolen 
from the Beltway Plaza one even¬ 
ing, and a truck was stolen from 
Springhill Lake. Lookouts have 
been issued for both vehicles. 

Sydney D’Appolito has begun 
work as a full time dispatcher. She 
will fill the vacancy created by 
Pauline Bordas who will be work¬ 
ing part-time as of May 1. She 
resides on Hedgewood Drive with 
her husband and daughter. 

PFC Blake apprehended two juve¬ 
niles' in a car belonging to the 
parents of one of them. Both are 
residents of the city. The vehicle 
was returned to the owner and the 
youths were turned over to their 
parents for disciplinary action. 

One automoile was reported sto¬ 
len from the Springhill Lake area 
this week. Cpl. Miskell recovered 
a car that had been stolen from 
College Park and returned it to the 
owner who had not realized that it 
was missing.

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Capital Improvements Budget: 
City Office Annex, Parkland

Purchase of parkland, construction of the municipal building 
annex and some remodeling of the existing building for expanded 
police use are the major projects the city expects to fund through 
its Capital Improvement Budget for fiscal 1977-78. This budget 
serves as a guide in determining how the proceeds from the 
$950,000 bond issue approved by the electorate in November 1968 
will be spent, while leaving the city government some flexibility in 


arriving at the final decisions. 

Since 1968 the city has under¬ 
taken a variety of projects — al¬ 
ready totaling 81,743,352 through the 
end of the current fiscal year. The 
1977/78 budget proposes spending 
another $229,000. This is possible be¬ 
cause the original bond funds have 
been supplemented with interest on 
investment of $253,821 and a varie¬ 
ty of state and federal grant monies 
and contributions from other sour¬ 
ces of 8969,177. As of June 30, 1977, 
the capital improvement fund is 
expected to have an unexpended 
balance of $310,646. This figure is 
tentative as expenditures for fiscal 
1977 for the purchase of parkland 
in Parcels 1 and 2 are still under 
negotiation. 

Acquisition of Parkland 

Council has approved a plan to 
purchase two parcels of land in 
Parcel 1 of 24.3 and 4.1 acres for 
a total of 28.4 acres. 

In 1972 the city received 13 acres 
of surplus land from the federal 
government in the northeast corner 
of the city. As a condition of the 
grant, the city must obtain at least 
15 additional acres of adjacent land. 
The transfer of Federal and State 
Open Space funds ($215,975), un¬ 
spent from the unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt to purchase the Furey pro¬ 
perty on the city’s northern boun¬ 
dary, to the Parcel 1 acquisition 
plan have been approved and nego¬ 
tiations with the owners should be 
completed within the current fiscal 
year (ending June 30). 

Council is reviewing proposals for 
acquision during fiscal 1978 of a- 
bout 6 acres in Parcel 2. This land 
would replace the Ridge Road Cen¬ 
ter property originally purchased 
with Open Space Funds and now to 
be used for construction of Hous¬ 
ing for the Elderly. Funds for 
purchase ($99,000) would come from 
State Mortgage Funds for Housing 
for the Elderly. 

City bond funds budgeted for 
these projects amount to only 32 
percent of the total expected cost. 

Municipal Building Annex 

The addition to the municipal 
building is an interesting example 
of fhe city’s use of flexible program 
by program planning for capital 
improvements. This future addi¬ 
tion was included as early as 1969 
in the list of projects to be funded 
through the bond issue. In plan¬ 
ning for the new addition the city 
got as far as hiring an architect in 
1972 to draw up plans for the build¬ 
ing. However, other items appeared 
to have a higher priority and the 
plans for the addition lay dormant. 
Even last year’s council ignored 
the manager’s recommendations to 
expend $250,000 to build the addi¬ 
tion. 

Then late in September came the 
chance to get federal funds through 
the federal Local Public Works 
Capital Development and Invest¬ 
ment Act. The old plans were dust¬ 
ed off, updated and sent off to 
Philadelphia. The application was 
accepted for a total grant of $282,- 
860 (budgeted in a separate fund, 
see below.) The ground breaking 
ceremony was held April 11. 

Bond issues monies ($138,400) will 
pay for construction costs in ex¬ 
cess of the grant, some preliminary 


architectural and engineering fees 
not eligible for grant funding and 
the cost of renovating -the existing 
building for expanded police head¬ 
quarters. 

Other Budgets 

The Public Works Grant Fund 
Budget provides for the receipt and 
expenditure of the federal grant 
funds which will finance the addi¬ 
tion to the municial fund. 

The Revenue Sharing Fund Bud¬ 
get details the ways in which rev¬ 
enue sharing funds will be utilized 
this fiscal year. $40,000 will help 
offset General Fund operating ex¬ 
penses; $54,000 is proposed for cap¬ 
ital purchases. The proposed budget 
provides funds for major mainten¬ 
ance to the Youth Center original 
roof and for new fixtures in the 
original Y.C. bathrooms. Major col¬ 
or-coating resurfacing is proposed 
for the Lakecrest tennis courts and 
touch up work for the Braden field 
courts. Funds are also provided for 
material and supplies needed to de¬ 
velop a ball field at the old landfill 
site and for renovation of the ball 
field at North End School. A new 
bridge is needed at the peninsula 
end of the lake and smaller 
bridges across streams at the 
Springhill Lake golf course and 
GreCnbriar park are needed. About 
$10,000 remain unbudgeted at this 
time, though Giese lists several pos¬ 
sible uses for the money. 

The Community Development 
Grant Fund Budget provides for 
funds expected to be received 
through the Prince Georges Neigh¬ 
borhood Improvement Plan for fhe 
improvement of public facilities in 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc., area. Of 
the $130,0p0 anticipated to be re¬ 
ceived by the city, $100,000 will be 
used for the reconstruction, wid¬ 
ening and curbing of approximately 
two blocks of city streets and $30.- 
000 for the providing of equipment 
and other improvements for two or 
more playgrounds. 

The Elderly Housing Fund De¬ 
velopment Budget was required by 
the State as part of the application 
for financing of the 100 unit eld¬ 
erly housing apartment facility to 
be located on the Ridge Road Cen- 
' ter property. The City Council auth¬ 
orized proceeding with the project 
after a special referendum election 
approved the enactment of a char¬ 
ter amendment permitting financ¬ 
ing through the State. Construction 
is scheduled to begin in February, 
1978. 

A new Special Purpose Trust 
Fund has been established to ac¬ 
count for funds received by the city 
under Title II of Local Public Works 
Capital Development and Invest¬ 
ment Progi'am. This money is com¬ 
monly referred to as “Anti-Reces¬ 
sionary.” The city received $1,425, 
about the same as last year. 

The Motor ^Equipment Mainten¬ 
ance Fund has been established as 
a means of cost accounting for all 
major city motor equipment. For¬ 
ty-five automobiles, trucks and 
other pieces are accounted for in 
this fund which is currently being 
developed. 

The Replacement Fund is estab¬ 
lished to build up reserves for the 
replacement of existing equipment 
as it becomes obsolete.

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LANHAM CHALLENGES TASK FORCE; 
FIGHTS TO KEEP SCHOOL OPEN 

by Roberta McNamara 

The parents at Lanham Elementary School have all along 
rejected the closing of their community school. The Prince 
Georges County School Board had recommended its closing for 
the 1976-77 school year, but the community persuaded them to 
change their minds. Now the 2-B Task Force has recommended 
closing Lanham Elementary after studying 6 different schools, 
four in Lanham plus Greenbelt Center and Greenbelt North End. 
At the April 20 public hearing with the school board convening at 
Eleanor Roosevelt, the Lanham parents again rejected the proposed 
closing of their school. To punctuate their objection, they offered 
the school board a cake frosted with the reasons that Lanham 
Elementary should remain open. 

the school was the only school with 
projected increasing enrollment. 
Additionally the school had the least 
empty seats and was the least ex¬ 
pensive school to operate. 

One speaker charged the closing 
of Lanham was based on the com¬ 
mercial value of the property. He 
said that only a church, however, 
had thoughts of using the x>roperty. 
He felt that the quality of children’s 
education should not be determined 
in such a dollar and cents manner. 

A teacher from the school protes¬ 
ted the closing saying the staff 
worked well together; the staff rep¬ 
resented an average of nine years 
teaching there. This combined with 
the close knit feeling that is found 
in a small school among staff, stu¬ 
dents, and parents fostered quality 
education. Fear was expressed that 
programs such as SLRD would be 
sacrificed. 


(The school board will be meeting 
tonight, April 28, to make its de¬ 
cision on the list of schools includ¬ 
ing Lanham Elementary recom¬ 
mended for closing by the Super¬ 
intendent Edward J. Feeney.) 

The task force in its initial mo¬ 
tions recommended the closing of 
Lanham Elementary because of 17 

code deficiencies - several are 

fire hazards. Also considered were 
its age and its location on Rte. 564 
which is slated for widening within 
the next 5 years. The small size 
of the school does not entitle them 
to a full time librarian, a full-time 
physical education teacher, and 
other special teachers on a full¬ 
time basis. Its cafeteria is une¬ 
conomical to operate; therefore, its 
meals are sent in from a nearby 
junior high school. 

The reasons for closing the school 
as recorded in the formal draft to 
the school board are (1) Lanham is 
one of the oldest schools in the area, 
(2) it is smaller in size than the 
average currently set by the Prince 
Georges County Board of Education 
for elementary schools, (3) a large 
proportion of Lanham’s students in 
the immediate area are bused, 
therefore, there will be minimum 
additional transportation costs, (4) 
th§re are several schools in close 
proximity to Lanham, schools that 
could house the Lanham students, 
thus causing a minimum of disrup ¬ 
tion for those students and (5) lo¬ 
cation of the school. 

Lanham’s Argument 

The Lanham group, organized by 
Ann Richardson, proceeded first to 
discredit the task force noting that 
any objective decision for closing 
a school was doomed from the start 
because nice people were pitted a- 
gainst nice people to save their own 
schools. 

In an effort to discredit the data 
supplied by the Pupil Accounting 
Office, the utility figures were poin 
ted out as being incorrect by as 
much as $10,000 when compared to 
tiie monthly cost printouts sent to 
individual schools. The task force 
had been aware of this before their 
decision and decided to close the 
school on verified information. 
However, it was still stated by Lan- 
ha*n that when information was 
requested they either did not get it 
or it was incorrect. 

Another reason not to close Lan¬ 
ham Elementary is the recent is¬ 
suance of sewer permits that would 
indicate growth in the Lanham area 
specifically in the Gaywood School 
District where Lanham Elementary 
students would be sent. This has 
not been verified yet. 

The primary reason not to close 
Lamham Elementary is that it pro¬ 
vides the only playground in the 
area. The school is a meeting place 
for activities such as scouts. It is 
the community polling place. MN- 

provides the children with 
the only close recreation program 
in the summer. The community 
would have no focal point, no iden 
tifying landmark if the school clos¬ 
es. 

Various speakers jabbed at 
Greenbelt, hinting conspiracy be¬ 
tween Greenbelt Task Force mem¬ 
bers to dump Lanham Elementary. 
They felt their comunity composed 
of various subdivisions with no nu¬ 
cleus other than their school had 
to battle the organized and incor¬ 
porated City of Greenbelt. 

Darwin Beck, Chairman of the 
task force was a target. He was 
accused of recognizing some speak¬ 
ers and not others. It was felt 
that Beck as a member of the 
Greenbelt community conspired 
with task force members against 
Lanham Elementary. 

Lanham proponents argued that 


WendorFs Recommendation 

Mr. Wendorf from Pupil Accoun¬ 
ting told the board he concurred 
with the task force recommenda¬ 
tion. He said that a demographic 
study of the county indicated no 
change that would affect the deci¬ 
sion. He then presented two plans 
to house Lanham students. The first 
is to split the students among Ro¬ 
bert Frost Elementary (a school 
not in Area 2-B, but bordering the 
Lanham School District); Gaywood 
Elementary (in Area 2-B less than 
2 miles from Lanham Elementary) ; 
and James McHenry in Palmer 
Park. The second plan is to send 
all the students to Gaywood except 
53 who would go to James McHenry. 

Also recommended was a transfer 
of some students attending Holly 
Park School in Area 4 to C. T. Reed 
in Area 2-B, Holly Park is a center 


CITY NOTES 

The path along Crescent Road 
was paved last week. The asphalt 
was applied in two layers; the first 
a base and leveling course to main¬ 
tain a 5 ft. wide trail.

for handicapped children. Repre¬ 
sentatives from C. T. Reed said 
those students would be welcome; 
however, they pointed out C, T. 
Reed would need major renovation 
such as ramps, wider doors, hand 
rails, etc. to accomodate the stu¬ 
dents. They questioned the cost 
for this and even the necessity 
since Magnolia, also in Area 2-B 
could accomodate these students 
without much renovation if any. 
Magnolia was built to conform with 
many of the needs of the handicap ¬ 
ped since it is essentially a new 
school This plan might force the 
students of Greenbriar who present¬ 
ly attend C. T. Reed to transfer to 
Magnolia. 

Gil Weidenfeld speaking as the 
Mayor of Greenbelt requested that 
Greenbriar children be allowed to 
attend Greenbelt schools. He stated 
that since Greenbriar is within the 
city limits it should enjoy communi¬ 
ty identity with the rest of the city 
residenst Greenbriar is also an 
integrated community and should 
pose no problem with current rul¬ 
ings on busing.

S & L Requirements 

Twin Pines Savings and Loan 
Association will be able to return 
to its one member, one vote tradi¬ 
tion under new legislation which 
passed both houses of the Maryland 
General Assembly the last night of 
the legislative session on April 11. 

Twin Pines had to change its 
charter a iew years ago to comply 
with state insurance requirements. 
Before this new legislation, spon¬ 
sored by Senator Edward T. Conroy, 
passed, the one member, one vote 
method of electing a board of direc ¬ 
tors was not allowed under Mary¬ 
land State Savings and Loan law. 

“Maryland law, as it presently 
stands, does not give adequate rec¬ 
ognition to the unique character of 
consumer cooperatives,” Conroy 
said. “A great deal of work on the 
state legislative level still needs to 
be done for consumer co-ops,” he 
stressed. “They need to be freed 
from some unnecessary corporate 
restrictions which keep our Mary¬ 
land consumer co-ops from giving 
their members the most for their 
money.” 

In the House of Delegates, a simi¬ 
lar bill was introduced by delegates 
Leo Green, Gerard Devlin and Da¬ 
vid Gray Ross.

Sewer Allocation Approved 
For 5-Story Office Bldg.

The Prince Georges County Coun¬ 
cil on Tuesday, April 26, approved 
a sewer allocation for a 5 story mul¬ 
ti-tenant office building to be loca¬ 
ted on the Golden Triangle. The 
project was one of several that re¬ 
ceived a favorable reception from 
both the county council -and the 
county executive for sewer author¬ 
izations for the Anaeostia interim 
sewage treatment plant. Their rec¬ 
ommendations will be forwarded by 
joint letter to the Washington Sub¬ 
urban Sanitary Commission, which 
is expected to grant prompt ap¬ 
proval. The county considers these 
projects to fall into the category 
of the kind of "high quality" de¬ 
velopment that will enhance the 
county’s economy. 

In a letter to the county council 
on April 18, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
requested that no further sewer 
allocations be provided to the Gold¬ 
en Triangle property until an over¬ 
all concept plan had been submit¬ 
ted, reviewed and approved by all 
appropriate agencies including the 
city. He reminded the county that 
at the time the Capital Cadillac 
Agency sewer authorization was 
discussed last year and, again more 
recently, county council members 
"expressed concern over the piece¬ 
meal development that was occur¬ 
ring and the lack of an overall 
concept plan." 

On Tuesday county councilman 
Paris Glendening, with the support 
of councilman Frank Casula, was 
outvoted wpen he tried to remove 
the office building sewer allocation 
request from the package of pro¬ 
jects to be considered. Glendening 
and Casula wanted a week’s delay 
to give Kenneth Michael, owner- 
representative for the Golden Tri¬ 
angle, time to come up with a con¬ 
cept plan for the entire 57-acre 
tract, bounded by Greenbelt Rd,, 
Kenilworth Ave. and the Capital 
Beltway. Other members of the 
county council felt developing such 
an overall plan was not feasible. 

This view apparently represents 
a reversal of the county council’s 
position. In May 1976 they approv¬ 
ed the Cadillac sewage allocation 
with the stipulation that the devel¬ 
oper must submit an overall devel¬ 
opment plan for the tract. Recently 
council has been advised by its 
legal staff that sewage capacity, 
when available, must be allocated 
if subdivision plats and zoning are 
proper. Council hopes to use such 
allocations for "high quality" de¬ 
velopment in order to preclude pro¬ 
jects previously denied sewage al¬ 
locations, such as fast food and spot 
commercial, uses. 

In the meantime, architects for 
the Golden Triangle, who are pre¬ 
paring a concept plan, met with the 
Greenbelt city staff recently to dis¬ 
cuss and review the plan which 
will be presented to city council at 
a later date. 

The proposed 5-story, 50,635 sq. 
ft. office building will be located 
adjacent to the Capital Cadillac 
Agency and would generate 4,700 
gallons of sewage a day.
